Woman Snffrage Proves Too Mnch tor 
AffirmaUve— Musical Progiam ]^n- 
dered. 

Before one of the best audi- 
ences that has attended an inter- 
society debate in recent years, the 
Columbian Debating Society de- 
feated the Needham Debating So- 
ciety last Saturday night by a 
unanimous decision. This debate 
was the second in the series of 
three debates for the year, the 
first having been won by the 
Needham Society. 

The question for debate was: 
Resolved, That in the laws regu- 
lating suffrage throughout the 
United States there should be no 
discrimination on account of sex. 
Needham upheld the affirmative 
and was represented by Pach 
Oberlin, of Virginia; Frank E. Ed- 
gerton, of Nebraska, and H. M. 
Sullivan, of Tennessee. S. W. 
Rogers, of Arkansas; S. H. Lilly, 
of Iowa, and E. P. Gates, of Ar- 
kansas, represented Columbian on 
the negative. Mr, Sullivan de- 
livered the refutation for the af- 
firmative and Mr. Rogers present- 
id the Anal rebuttal for the nega- 
tive. Mr. G. J. Pillow was alter- 
nate for the affirmative and acted 
as time-keeper; Mr. R. H. Hupper 
was alternate for the negative.

CoUege Society DUenaaea the Merits 

and Deme^Rs of Preoent Sjatem. 

Sides E:TenlF Matched. 

The EnosSnian Society held its 
bi-weekly meeting last Friday 
evening, March 19, in the College 
building. The subject for debate 
was: Resolved, That a territorial 
form of government should be 
adopted for the District of Colum- 
bia. 

Mr. C url, the first speaker on 
the affirmative, said; 

“The idea of having a territo- j 
rial form of government for the 
IMstrict has biKn in the minds of 
its citizens for many years. Con- 
gress can provide for any form of 
government for the District that 
it chooses. In 1870 the change 
was made to the present, form of 
government, which has been - 
found unsatisfactory, for several 
reasons — 

“The action of the three com- 
missioners is not conclusive. Mat- 
ters must be passed upon by Con- 
gress and the President. Contrary 
to this, in a territorial legislature 
a measure can be handled and 
passed upon very mnch more 
easily and quickly. 

‘‘If the gq^emment were 
changed, the citizens, sending 
their own representatives to leg- 
islature, would have a voice in 
their own affairs. In the present 
system measures are handled by 
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understand tt»e needs of the city. 

“Besides having onr own legiis- 
latnre, we woald Irave onr own 
executive oiBcere. An it is at pres- 
ent, none of the triumvirate really 
belongs to the city. Before hold- 
ing their present positions, two 
were newspaper men of another 
city, and the third was an army 
officer. 

“On the jadidary side, the 
judges would be residents of this 
city. Now only one of the nine is 
such. 

“Taxes are now regnlated by 
Congpress. We are told that ‘pow- 
er to tax is power to destroy.’ If 
we had a territorial legislature the 
representatives would be suffi- 
ciently interested to prevent an 
exorbitant tax.”

“It would be almost impossible 
to make this change to a territor- 
ial form of government, on ac- 
count of the previous failure.
